NJPAC/WBGO Jazz for Teens 


Now, New Jersey's teenage musicians can experience the 
spontaneity and excitement of an essential American art 
form — Jazz! Budding musicians have the opportunity to 
work with top professionals in exploring the history, 
techniques, and styles of jazz through both class work 
and performances. 


Jazz for Teens will include 50 selected high school students 
who will attend ten full-day classes and five concerts on 
Saturdays during February through May, 1998. At the end of 
Ihe program, all 50 students will perform in a final concert 
open to the public. 


Since all activities involve arol kad musicians, students 
have the opportunity to gain experience, guidance, and 
constructive criticism regarding their individual performance 
as well as their performance within small ensembles. 


Well-known jazz musician Rufus Reid is the education 
coordinator of Jazz for Teens. 


Emphasis on Technique, Style 


and Improvisation 


Jazz for Teens offers the following training and activities: 
Instrumental and Vocal 


Technique: In addition to training with a specific instrument, 
students will work in small sections: Rhythm, Wind/Reed, 
Brass, or Vocal. 


Style: Included are be-bop, swing, Dixieland, stride piano, 
and Latin. 


Improvisation: Students will develop the ability to hear 
chordal structure, enabling them to play through and 
around the melody, yet remain in harmony. 


Reading: Students will develop and increase their ability to 
sight-read music. Professionals will instruct and challenge 
students to read through entire new pieces. 


Accompanying: All students, especially pianists and 
guitarists, will learn the ability to play behind a soloist. 
Soloists will rotate so that students can adapt to 
different styles. 


Coaching: All students will work with a professional on a 
private basis to develop their own abilities and unique style. 


Ensemble: All students will have the opportunity to rehearse 
and play together. 


Concerts and Classes 


Students will attend five concerts, each with a specific 
theme, in conjunction with WBGO's Children's Jazz 
Concerts. Concerts are scheduled from 12:00 p.m. to 1:30 
p.m. on April 4, 18, and 25, and May 2 and 9, 1998. The 
April 4 and May 9 concerts will be held in NJPACS Victoria 
Theater. The other concerts will be held at various venues 
in Newark. All 50 students will perform at the final concert. 


Classes will be held from 9:30 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. at NJPAC 
on the same day as the concerts, as well as on February 
21 and 28, and March 7, 21 and 28, 1998. 


How to Apply 


Jazz for Teens is open to New Jersey high school students 
ages 15-18 {advanced 13 and 14-year-old students may 
also apply). Applicants must complete the form on the right 
and submit it, along with an audio tape and a letter of 
recommendation from a music instructor, by November 14, 
1997. The application, letter, and tape will be screened by 
a team of professional musicians and selected applicants 
will be scheduled to audition in person.
